Stamps. 

/ The Commissioner of Internal Revenue reports 
the receipt of over two miliions three hundred 
thousand dollars, as the product of stamp duties 
fur a single week. This is the least felt, and 
easiest collected of any portion of the national tax. 
It is paid by a class of men of business to whom 
individually, the charge is not in the least burthen- 
some. 

We may therefore fairly calculate that in the 
course of the year, the tax will net over one hun- 
dred millions of dollars, forty millions more than 
@ similar one produces in Great Britaia. This 





shows the immense commercial activity of the 
North American people, and will give Congress an 
early opportunity of reducing the duty on tea, 
coffee and sugar, one of the most onerous, the 
people are now called on to pay.

Gold Mining.--What should be done. 

The days of nuggets have gone by, except in 
those regions where gold is as yet unprospected, 
but experience teaches that the surface contains 
but an inconsiderable proportion of the precious 
metals, compared with that found in the rocks 
and veins beneath, So that mining having gather- 
ed up ail the superficial treasures which Nature 
in an apparently careless mood has scattered 
about, is forced to come under the general law of 
earning bread by the sweat of the brow. Still 
there is something fascinating in the pursuit ef 
gold under the greatest difficulties. When found 
it is a direct acquisition, an absolute creation of 
immediate value, which has no service to perform 
for the State, or for commerce, or any body or 
any thing, before it goes into the pocket of the 
man who finds it. No bill of lading, no invoice, 
no certificate of origin, no swearing, (at least in 
a Custom House,) no valuations or permits, follow 
a piece of gold as they doa piece of goods, but 
master of all, it asks no permission for immediate 
use or auhployment 

There are some freshly discovered localities in 
Australia where nuggets are yet discovered on 
a large scale, and as there is a vast area of our 





amined, we may expect to hear of them again, 
but so long as we positively know that our deposits 
of gold and silver, even in the territory of Colo- 
rado are of exhaustless value and can be obtained 
by a regular system of mining, all we have to do 
is to regard mining as any other business, and to 
encourage every attempt to systematize it and 
make it regular; certain as anything in this world 
can be, that if properly conducted, it will pay-

There are now in the State more than 6,000 
miles of mining ditches, which cost fifteen mil- 
lions of dollars, three hundred quartz mills with 
three thousand stamps and five hundred and nine- 
teen arastras. These last are mills known as the 
“rade” and the improved, consisting of machines, 
something in the form of a tan bark mill, the wall 
enclosing it being of stone a foot high, the bottom 
paved, and heavy mullers fastened to the ends of 
arms which are secured in a central post, and 
dragged round by mule power. In these shallow 
cisterns or vats, the bottoms being paved, the ore 
is placed and ground to powder by the rolling or 
dragging motion of the mullers, 

From careful examination and practical experi- 
ence, the general indications of the gold deposits 
are now very well understood. Thus an experi- 
enced ard scientific miner is able to judge with. 
considerable accuracy where he may proceec to. 
work with success. 

For example, it is ascertained that he can hardly. 
go amiss, if he attacks the great quartz. vein, 
running along the Sierra Nevada, abort sixty 





gold bearing country on the Pacific yet to be ex- 


Miles west of its summit, and extending along a 
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good portion of the length of the State. Itisa 
received opinion, that though the operations in 
this quarter are on a most extensive scale, yet 
that the vein will in time yield more gold than 
“the present circulating currency of the world.” 
‘It is composed of solid white chrystallized 
quartz, while the side veins are of every variety 
of feature, varying to a light porous ore of iron, 
or soft, red, clay-like materia).” The finest, 
brightest, and most beautiful dust of gold is pzo- 
duced from these veins. 

The principal auriferous districts are as follows: 

The region of the Sacramento basin, half way 
up the western slope of the Sierra Nevada, forty 
miles wide and two bundred in length, and lying 
between latitudes 37° and 40’ longitudinally ex- 
tending North-westerly and South South-easterly. 
The basin of the Shasta and Klamath rivers be- 
tween 40° 80’ and 43° 30’, extending two hundred 
miles along the coast, and one hundred miles in- 
land, 

The valleys of the Walker, Carson, Kern, 
White, San Gabriel, Colorado and Gila Rivers, the 
Mono Lake, and the Esmeralda district about 
five miles square, situated in Calaveras County. 
The Coso district about ten miles square, two 
hundred miles South and East from Owen’s Lake. 
Besides these, Arizona and the Colorado Territory 
proper are full of the precious metals, and the 
richest argentiferous district is at Washoe and is 
ten milessquare. The ordinary cost of quarrying, 
crashing and amalgamating a ton of auriferous 
quartz is $6 per ton, and the yield is $18, thus 
giving an almost invariable profit of $12 per 
ton, but much more if it be rich in character. 
The annual profit of some of the best conducted 
companies is enormous, Two mills in Sierra 
County are known to pay over $180,000 per 
annum. In Nevada County eight millions are 
known to have been taken from one hill, a mile 
long and half a mile wide, at a place called 
Coyoteville. Every species of mining implement 
is now in use in California, each adapted to the 
necessity of the case, and in ingenious contrivance 
far superior to those anywhere else in use, in any 
part of the world, The hydraulic process has 
the pre-eminence however, over all others in pre- 
paring the work for the manipulations in the 
final process of extraction, 

In the Cok rado territory, most of the gold js 
found in connection with iron pyrites, and as this 
contains sulphur, it is found difficult to separate 
the gold by amalgamation in consequence, Not 
one balf of the precious material is therefore 
fairly extracted, and the miners are seeking some 
new and cheap method of attaining their object. It 
is thought, if they will first submit the sulphuret to 
a great oven heat, the sulphur will be evaporated 
and expelled, aud this difficulty obviated; as soon 
as conl is found in sufficient quantities, the ex- 
pense of the operation will be greatly reduced. 

What the country now wants, is a thorough 
system or code vf mining, and especially for 
Arizona and Colorado, by which the miners may 
be intelligently and legally worked, on easy 
terms for the industrious citizen and emigrant, 
and access to the Eastern states by railways, to 
favor emigration and the transportation of abundant 
supplies. A railway to be a part of the Union 
Pacific, may be made to the Colorado mines with 
great facility, and at an expense not to exceed 
$20,000 per mile. There are parties ready to un- 





dertake the work at this figure, and whether we 
take more or less time for the whole line to the 
Pacific, this portion of it should be commenced at 
once. 

The products of the latter territory have been 
more than four millions the last year, and this is 
equal in amount to the whole of our trade with 
quite a number of foreign countries, where we are 
at the expense of maintaining diplomatic service, 
while the charges of transportation by sea, are very 
considerable, We do not see why we should not 
bring our gold bearing regions within three days 
of Chicago and five of New York, even if it does 
cost five or six niillions, not one fialf of the price 
of some of our railways now in successful opera- 
tion, Every energy of the country and the people 
should now be turned westward, Our Atlantic 
coast has arrived at the extent of its present 
foreign facilities for trade and commerce. To 
make a moderate profit, the sea is ploughed by 
our keels, the winds are everywhere woold by our 
canvas. Why should we hesitate to get a more 
certain result, a larger profit,a new country of 
customers of our own blood and sinew, in short an 
exchange of our commodities for the wealth of 
our own soil, which require neither treaties, nor 
foreign ministers, nor armies, nor navies, ner Cus- 
tom houses to secure to us.

The excess of through over local travel and 
freights has been $92,085 27. The working ex 
penses are a fraction under 50 per cent. of the 
gross income, against 58 per cent. in 1860. 

No important changes have been made in the 
stock and bond account. The extension of the 
Ist mortgage bonds is nearly completed, and only 
three of the income bonds remain unconverted 
into 2d mortgages. The floating debt of the com- 
pany is entirely liquidated, except the overdue 
domestic bonds, amounting to $32,400, 





The track is in good condition, The repairs of 
the year have been fully up tothe depreciation. 
The bridges are in good order. A large amount 
of work has been done in replacing wooden with 
stone abutments and culverts, The side tracks, 
which were originally laid with flat bar iron, re- 
quire renewal, The buildings also require re- 
newals, The engine house and shops at Indian- 
apolis will have to be rebuilt, and several station 
houses repaired. 

The company have purchased about 25 acres of 
land on the east side of the city of Indianapolis, 
aud contemplate removing thither the shops and 
freight yards during the present and ensuing 
years, These improvements will involve an ex- 
pense of forty or fifty thousand dollars.

Colorado Territory. 

This mining territory has now a population of 
between 35 and 40,000 inhabitants. It was erect- 
ed out of portions of Kansas, Nebraska, Utah and 
New Mexico. It has a good judiciary and about 
forty lawyers. The wares and merchandize 
brought into the territory come by way of Omeha. 
The farmers have raised this year good crops of 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, corn and potatoes, chief- 
ly without irrigation. Flouring mills are much 
wanted, 

The gold product for the fiscal year ending 80th 
of June last, reached, four millions, For the 
ensuing year the product is estimated at six mil- 
lions. Mining is assuming a regular. system, and 
two hundred mills are employed in crushing the. 
ore. Most of the gold product of Colorado is 
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taken from iron pyrites, and is of difficult extrac- 
tion, only one half its gold being obtained from 
its ores at present. It is to be hoped that this 
loss may be prevented by some new process, 

So large is the present business of the territory, 
that it is thought a railway to it, from the Mis- 
souri, would pay even if it went no farther,

The renewals to the track were large, as shown 
by the following items, which maiuly make up the 
account: 2,807 tons rails re-rolled ; 15,302 rails 
Tepaired ; 65,000 cross-ties ; 6,000 joint fastenings‘ 
10,000 joint chairs; 526 kegs spike. In addition 
to the above, about 600 tons of new rails were laid 
in the track, the cost of which is included in the 
Seneral account. 
No new engines or passenger cars have been 











added to the equipment. Forty new house cars 
have been added during the year, five of which 
were built in the company’s shop, and 37 gravel 
cars altered to platform and stock cars. The 
equipment of there * on the 8lst of December 
stood as follows: ~2 locomotives; 31 passenger 
885 house freight, 112 stock, and 81 platform cars 
One locomotive has been changed to a coal burner 
and is working with economy and success. 

The mileage in the various branches of the 
service has been as follows: passenger 231,489, 
freight 847,057, fuel 24,470, gravelling, etc. 20,489, 
switching 83,655—total, 707,160: an increase 
over 1860 of 51,998 miles. Cost per mile run for 
repairs, 5.82 cents; do., for fuel 7 cents; do., for 
oil, waste and tallow 0.40 cent. Miles run to one 
pint of oi], 32.32. 

A new House Truss Bridge was built over the 
Black Fork, near Selby, and one of the same kind 
over the Sandusky at Crestline, 

The Telegraph line from Iberia station tg Cleve- 
land, 86 miles, has been rebuilt with new’ cedar 
and white oak poles. The line is now in complete 
order, and will compare favorably with any other 
in the country. 

The total number of passengers carried, not in- 
cluding troops, was 180,490, of which 140,006 
were way passengers. The amount received for 
the transportation of soldiers was $76,425 93, 
Tons of freight carried, 416,756 : tons carried one 
nile, 39,455,187. 

The company have purchased that part of the 
Springfield, Mount Vernon and Pittsburgh rail- 
road, extending from Springfield to a junction 
with their road at Delaware, about 49 miles, to, 
gether with all the rolling stock, machinery, etc., 
for $184,000, which sum was paid in cash on the 
20th of January last out of the surplus earnings 
of the road.

Riding in Exposed Positions—Carelessness 
' Of Travellers. 

PASSENGERS RIDING IN EXPOSED POSITIONS AS- 
SUME THE RISK OF INJURIES ARISING FROM THE 
NEGLIGENCE OF DRIVERS OF OTHER VEHICLES, 
OVER WHOM THE CARRIER HAS NO CONTROL. 


The defendant was the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company, using at the time of the accident out of 
which the action arose, a stage sleigh for the pur- 
pose of transporting its passengers; it being then 
winter, and their track blocked up with snow and 
ice. The plaintiff took passage on one of their 
sleighs to be conveyed from the corner of Bond 
and Fulton streets, through Fulton to Orange 
street, While standing on the left guard of fender 
of the sleigh, he was injured by a blow given to 
him by a coal sleigh which was in the act of pass- 
ing the defendant’s sleigh, The defendant's 
driver was driving their sleigh on the right side 
of the street, his horses moving slowly, and tried 
to avoid the collision. The coal sleigh which was 
driven very fast, slid down sideways, broke the 
rails and the stanchions of the stage sleigh close 
up to the body, knocked the plaintiff off from the 
defendant’s sleigh, and mashed him in towards 
the defendant’s sleigh body, causing the injuries. 
The plaintiff commenced this action against the 
company to recover damages for the injuries so 
received. 

At the trial, after the above facts were proved, 
the defendant moved to dismiss the complaint, 
The plaintiff opposed the motion and requested 
the court to submit five several questions to the 
jury ; viz: Ist. Whether the defendant’s were not 
guilty of negligence in constructing these foot- 
boards, on which they carried passengers, without 
constructing guards for the foot-boards? 2d. 
Whether these foot-boards were not placed on 
their sleighs for the purpose of conveying passen- 
gers, and whether they were not unsafe for that 
purpose? 38d. Whether the plaintiff was not in-* 
vited by the defendants to take the place on the 
sleigh where he stood at the time of the collision ? 
4th. Whether the plaintiff was himself guilty of 
any negligence in placing himself where he stuod 
when injured? 65th. Whether the defendant 
might not have avoided the collision by care and 
skill at the point of the accident, and whether 
the injury was not occasioned by their negligence 
and that of their driver, in not avoiding the colli- 
sion ? 

The complaint was then dismissed by the Court, 
and the plaintiff appealed to the Kings General 
Term of the N. Y. Supreme Court; which Court 
now affirms the judgment of the Court below, 

The following is the opinion of the General 
Term. 


Emott, J.—We are of opinion that this case 
was devoid of any evidence imputing negligence 
to the driver of the sleigh in which the plaintiff 
was riding. He was driving slowly and cautiously 
and turning out of the way of the sled which 
came in collision with him, It was the reckless 
approach and the sudden turn aod swing of the 
latter which brought the two together, and for 
this the defendant was not to blame. The judge 
correctly refused to submit to the jury whether 
the driver of the defendant’s sleigh was guilty of 
negligence, or whether he might not have avoided 
the collision, It is possibie, that if he had fore- 
seen the conduct of the driver of the coal sled 





which was approaching him, he might have avoid: 
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ed a collision, because he might have driven his 
own sleigh into such a place or position that it 
would bave been beyond the reach of that, or of 
any passing vehicle, But this he was not bound 
to do. He was bound to exert the utmost skill 
and care to avoid the ordinary dangers of the 
road, but not to foresee or guard against the wilful 
misconduct, or the gross negligence of others, ex- 
cept so far as he could do so, after he was aware 
of the course they were pursuing. The evidence 
shows very plainly the. character and purpose of 
the part of the sleigh upon which the plaintiff 
was riding. It was a projecting fender, intended 
to protect the body and runners of the vehicle in 
case of contact with other objects. The most that 
can be said, or that a jury could have found in 
respect to the use of these fenders for the convey- 
ance of passengers, would be, that they were 
made of broad boards instead of rails, so that 
when the sleigh was full inside, persons could 
stand upon them, and that under such circum- 
stances fare was collected from persons riding 
there. I do not say that this evidence satisfies 
me that these fenders were made for such a pur- 
pose; quite the contrary. But at most, the evi- 
dence could only prove what I have stated. Then 
the question would arise, whether the defendants 
are liable because they permitted a part of their 
vehicle to be used for conveying passengers which 
was exposed to danger, from the carelessness of 
others, That the defendants were bound to fur- 
nish a safe and roadworthy vehicle, is undeniable ; 
but that means roadwortby for its own proper use. 
If in the ordinary passage through the street, 
without encountering carelessness or misconduct 
on the part of other vehicles, these foot-boards 
were insecure; if the plaintiff had been injured 
because he was riding upon them, without the 
negligence or misconduct of any other person or 
vebicle, the case would be different. But the 
responsibility of a carrier does not extend to pro- 
vide a vehicle which shall be secure against the 
misconduct of others, he himself being free from 
blame in all other respects, 

It is conceding too much, however, to say, that 
upon this evidence the jury could have found in 
the terms of the proposition submitted to the 
judge at the trial, that fenders were placed on 
this sleigh for the purpose of conveying passen- 
gers. If they were not placed upon the sleigh 
expressly for the purpose, it was the plainest neg- 
ligence in the plaintiff, to occupy a position upon 
them, contributing as this did so materially to his 
injury. Inthe case of Willis vs. the Long Island 
Railroad Co., which was cited on the argument I 
said; ‘The essential element of negligence in 
such a case is a disregard of some risk which the 
passenger ought to anticipate.” ‘ A passenger is 
not bound to anticipate a collision, or that the 
train will be thrown from the track, He hasa 
right to expect that he will be carried safely ; 
that the carrier will discharge his duty; will pro- 
vide a safe vehicle an unobstructed track, and 
that the passengers will be exposed to no risk, 
but those incident to that mode of travel. It is 


not, in my own judgment, negligence in a passen- 
ger to oecupy a position which will involve in- 
creased risk to him of the consequence of negli- 
gence and misconduct of the carrier.” ‘“ He can- 
not be charged with neglect for omitting to pro- 
vide against the possible consequences of the 








misconduct of the carrier.’ It was very strenu- 
ously insisted, that these and other expressions of 
that opinion, and the rules laid down in that case, 
are inconsistent with the rulings at the trial of 
the present case. The inference is sought to be 
drawn, that it was no more negligent for the 
present plaintiff to ride upon the fender of a 
sleigh, than it was for the plaintiff in the case re- 
ferred to, to ride upon the platform of a railroad 
car. But it must be considered, that in the case 
of a railroad train, there can hardly be said to be 
any risks that are not incident to and inseparable 
from, the mode of transportation ; except such as 
result from the negligence and misconduct of the 
carrier; at least none other were considered in 
the case referred to. The carriers, the railroad 
company, have exclusive control not only of the 
vehicle and the motive power, but the road itself, 
and all the vebicles moving upon it. A collision 
with another vehicle if it occur, must be the 
result of the action of independent agents. The 
principfe enunciated in the case of Willis vs. the 
Long Island Railroad Co., was, that a passenger 
was not bound to anticipate nor to protect himself 
against the consequences of the misconduct of 
the carrier, The risk of such misconduct—the 
risk of an insufficient vehicle which may break 
down, or its unskilfal management which may 
destroy it—he is not to assume to be incident to 
travel by that conveyance. So in the case of a 
railroad the danger of the existence of obstruc- 
tions or imperfections of the track, or the mis- 
management of other cars or trains upon the 
same road, which are in fact all a part of the 
same conveyance, is not a risk which a traveler 
must consider incident to the mode of convey- 
ance. But in the case of travel upon an ordinary 
highway, especially when the highway is a crowd- 
ed city street, every prudent man knows that 
he is to meet numerous vehicles, the conduct of 
which no one but their owners or drivers control. 
The carrier who is transporting him cannot con- 
trol, and is under uo obligation for their behavior ; 
and their possible negligence or misconduct is a 
risk which the passenger cannot cast upon the 
carrier, but must as far as the latter is concerned, 
take upon himself. If therefore a passenger in a 
vehicle upon a city street, voluntarily assumes a 
position which is not that intended and ordinarily 
used for his conveyance, and which is exposed to 
danger from such misconduct, he himself con- 
tributes to an injury which he sustains by a colli- 
sion produced by the wilful or negligent acts of a 
third party without any fault in the management 
of the vehicle which carries him. Under such 
circumstances the rule is well established that he 
cannot recover against the carrier, 
Judgment affirmed. 





Gold Mining in Wales. 

Gold is row found in quantities in Merioneth- 
shire, Wales. The rocks in which it is found are 
of the Cambrian and Lower Silurian series, cut 
through by porphorytic green stone in narrow 
banks. One mine had in it 20 strong metalliferous 
lodes. One very remarkable junction of about 14 
lodes is 40 feet wide, and the whole of this mass 
of lode stuff contains more or less gold. A large 
number of assays recently made gave from 8 to 
19 dwts. of gold to the ton of quartz. Picked 
specimens gave as much as 16 ounces to the ton, 
and more than 700 ounces of gold were taken 





from about 300 tons of minerals from all parts of 
the mine. Mr, Readwin an eminent British au- 
thority said that by the use of proper machinery 
there could be no doubt whatever of an-average 
of 8}or 10 dwts. of gold to the ton, paying a large 
profit, and thus opening a branch of industry of 
vast importance to the country. He has a bar of 
gold weighing 37 ounces obtained from the quartz 
in one of the mines, and several articles of .jewel- 
lery made from pure Merionethshire gold.

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unable to comprehend the new state of things in 
which they happen to have been uncovered, 

They who propose to make the political exist- 
ence of this country to depend on the questions 
raised by mere dealers in money, do not under- 
stand what there is at stake, nor how to preserve 
that which is in danger. We reject therefore, ez- 
necessitate rerum all subordinate discussions, not 
based on the great principle of preserving the 
National life, and this must be the guide of our 
statesmen in treating of the methods of preserva- 
tion. 

-Again and again we have repeated the asser- 
tion, that no such war as that in which we are 
engaged, can be carried on with gold and silver 
only, We have never bad enough in the whole 
country to pay our war expenses for six months, 
and when once disbursed it would from natural 
causes, disappear from circulation. Paper then 
becomes indispensable, and as it is a well-known 
commercial agent, its use is familiar and conve- 
nient, ball this paper be issued by the Govern- 
ment, or shall that issued by banking associations 
owned by individuals, conducted for private ad- 
vantage solely, and depending for ultimate re- 
demption on their good faith and success in busi- 
ness, proved often times to be a failure even in an 
ordinary commercial crisis, known to have beep 
an unstable reliance in war, and to be a source of 
distrust and apprehension among its holders when 
ever a broker discredits it at his counter, every 
where out of its locality at a discount, and in dis- 
tant parts of the country without any credit at 
all, shall this kind of paper be used by the Gov- 
ernment in conducting such a waras this? Would 
our soldiers be content to be paid in Virginia or 
Louisiana, with bank notes issued in John Brown’s 
tract? 

Certdinly not. The best currency which can be 
devised therefore, is that which is based on the 
whole resources of the State, on the property of 
those who stay at home, and of those who are 
actually in the field, a currency which is at legal 
par everywhere, and meets every legal obligation. 
There can be no doubt of the correctness of this 
position, 

But it may be said it is issued in excess, and an 
excessive supply of paper, as even of gold, which 
has occurred twice in Modern history, enhances the 
price of those articles for which it is exchanged. 
Admitted, but have we arrived at that stage, and 
if we should even arrive at it, is the war then to 
stop and the Union to be severed, or are we to 
persevere at all risks and hazards, establish our 
permanence, and then revise our fioancial system 
and place it on the peace basis, from which it 
has been driven by the cruel necessities of this 
unnatural outbreak, 

It is worthy of note that but a few weeks since 
the press of this city, or that portion of it which 
with large experience and much regard for the 
old and venerable laws of currency, has contended 
that the Government might carry on the war, by 
resorting to loans, to be put out at the market 
price, and issuing the paper of the local banks 
received from the purchasers of its bonds. The 
objection to this course is manifestly that the 
bonds would go down probably to 50 per cent, 
and the bank paper put ina circulation therein 
would also depreciate enormously, and probably 
be refused by the soldiers themselves, if operating 
in the Southern States. In short there would 





practically be no currency at all,in which the 
public could place confidence, and to conduct a 
Government and a war, requiring millions a week 
on such a basis, would be totally impossible. 
There would be a chaos in property, responsibility 
and business. We have had a slight instance in 
this direction already. When the 13 and }¢ mil- 
lion Treasury sale of 7.30s took place, it was 
found that there was not currency enough in the 
banks of the city to pay into the Sub-Treasury 
the amount drawn for by their own depositors ! ! 
Absolutely the banks had no funds so disposable, 
except their specie. It was stated at least, in 
one of the very journals which is continually 
assailing Mr. Chase, that some of these institu- 
tions were so cramped by their inability to meet 
the checks of their depositors, that they might 
have been declared suspended and forced into 
liquidation. We think after this, the bank man- 
agers have not another word to say to Mr. Chase, 
or to Mr. Anybody about paper currency. They 
have shown themselves that in such emergencies 
as these, they. would be broken‘reeds if the Goy- 
ernment was solely to depend on them for its 
daily wants. Ono the contrary, we also notice, 
that since this fiasco in Wall street, the journals in 
question have come to the conclusion that more 
legal tender notes will be necessary not only for 
the war, but to carry on the active business of the 
country: and we will add to enable the banks 
themselves to redeem their circulation of sixty 
millions now afloat in this State. If the loans are 
called in and the discounted paper paid up, which 
the local banks have been amusing themselves 
with, in creating to an enormous extent since the 
suspension of specie payments, it is clear there 
must be some decent currency with which to retire 
this indebtedness at maturity, The borrowers on 
call in Wall street found the difficulty in their 
own case the other day, and nothing but currency 
saved many of them from violent attacks of lame- 
oess, - 

The truth is, the United States legal tender notes 
are the most convenient and popular currency we 
ever had in this country. They are actually 
hoarded as much as gold and silver, they bear 
even now a slight premium, while the postal 
stamps are not to be had at the Brokers under 
from 4 to 6 per cent, the range within the last two 
weeks. Weare driven tv the conclusion therefore, 
that a further issue of Treasury legal tender notes 
is one of the absolute and indefeasibie conditions 
of a restoration of the Union; that when restored 
these notes will become the universal currency even 
in the Southern States, that the com.merce and busi- 
ness of the country will sustain five hundred mil- 
lions of Government paper, and that its circulation 
will add one hundred millions per annum to the 
earnings and resources of the industry of the peo- 
ple, that if it is found in excess, this will be cured 
by investment in bonds paying 5 or 6 per cent. the 
interest in gold, and that the adjustment of values 
and exchanges will be regularly carried om, and 
may be foreseen and guarded against. 

There are at this moment but two real causes 
for gold’s bearing a premium, One, the demand 
for that article which will easiest pay foreign in- 
debtedness beyond the amount of our exports ; 
the other to pay the interest on the government 
loans. Beyond these two, we see no other immedi- 
ate causes, If our importers choose to buy goods, 
for gold, let them doso. This is their business; 





many of those they import are not in the least a 
necessity to our comfort or Convenience, The 
price of exchange isin fact in the power of the 
consumers, . Let them cease to buy superfluities 
from abroad, and gold will not long be so dear. 

To conclude, whatever evils or disadvantages 
there may be in paper currency, it is certain it is 
our own national salvation at present, that it like 
all other evils in this world brings. some compen- 
sations with it, and in this case, these are to be our 
final triumph over rebellion, the reconstruction of 
the National Edifice on even more solid founda- 
tion than ever, a balance of power due, justly due, 
to the Western world, and a prosperity unknown 
before by any people on the globe.

Erie Railway Time Tables. 

We have received from Mr. Minot, the Superin- 
tendent of the Erie Road, printed copies of the 
Time tables, by which the numerous trains on the 
main line and branches are run and regulated. 
They are very minute and perfectly intelligible, 
and it would seem almost impossible for any 
accidents to occur by the collisions of trains, if 
these tables are faithfully followed. 

Indeed there are but few if any occurrences of 
this kind on the road, and considering its great 
extent and enormous business, it must be well 
managed.

Chicago and North Western Railroad. 

The formal opening of this road to Green Bay, 
took place on the 13th inst, The following de- 
scription of the line is from the Chicago Tribune, 
It says— 


The line for the first hundred miles, reaching 
to Milton Junction—runs through one of the rich- 
est and most beautiful sections of the West, 
Scattered along the line, like gems upon a neck- 
Jace, are a large number of prosperous villages, 
whose thrifty appearance gives assurance of the 
highly productive country by which they are sur- 
rounded. Janesville, on Rock River, is one of 
= largest and most beautifal inland cities of the 

est, : 

North of Milton Junction, the road, for some 
sixty or eighty miles, follows up the valley of Rock 
River. In the immediate vicinity of the road ‘the 
country is heavily timbered, and to the eye not so 
inviting as the first section of the route. But the 
fine cities of Fort Atkinson, Jefferson and Water- 
town are the outgrowth of the rich farming coun- 
try that lies at a little distance on each side from 
the river valley. After leaving Rock River, the 
road penetrates the magnificent prairies that sur- 
round the beautiful city of Fond du Lac. Then 
it skirts along the western shore of Lake Winne- 
bago, crossing Fox River at Oshkosh, one of the 
largest lumber marts in the State. No section of 
the West produces finer wheat than the country 
about Fond du Lac and Oshkosh, North of the 
latter city, passing through Appleton where are 
located some of the most prosperous and best en- 
dowed educational institutions of the West, the 
road follows down the west bank of the Fox, 
reaching the head of Green Bay, 242 miles from 
Chicago, at the city which bears its name. 

But while the road runs through a rich and 
rapidly developing country, it is, if possible, still 
more important with reference tothe trade and 
travel which it will receive from the country be- 
yond its present terminus. It will control all the 
winter trade and travel to Lake Superior, and a 
large share of both during the summer, As soon 
as spring opens, a line of stages will run regularly 
across the peninsula, in connection with a steamer 
on Green Bay from Little Bay du Noquet to Mar- 
quette on Lake Superior,’ The distance is only 
fifty-five miles. A party of engineers are now 
surveying the route for a raiiway, and it is be- 
lieved that within a year the road will be finished. 
Capitalists largely connected with the iron interest 
have taken bold of.the work. They have abund- 
ant means, and it is believed they can make it 
pay a handsome profit on the investment. A rail- 
way is already built from Marquette to the mines, 
and it requires but forty-seven miles more to con- 
nect it with Green Bay. It has always been 
found difficult to get vessels enough to Lake 
Superior to carry off the product of the mines; 
but it is believed that it will be differentif the 
road is completed south to Green Bay. The Lake 
Superior iron ore is now largely used in the 
furnaces of Ohio and Pennsylvania, to mix with 
local ores of inferior quality. We learnthat about 
150,000 tons were all that could be got eastward 
during the past season, while the market would 
readily have absorbed twice the amount. With a 
railway south to Green Bay the demand for ore, it 
is believed, could have been fully supplied. 

The opening of this line will have a very stimu- 
lating effect upon the Northwestern road, as it 
will give it a large business, and force the build- 
ing of a hundred and forty miles of road along 
the west side of Green Bay, to connect the two 
lines, at an early day. We need hardly dwell up- 
on the value and the importance of the Lake 
Superior trade. There are the largest ‘and the 
richest iron and copper deposits to be found in any 
country. Tens of thousands of people are now 
there, developing these mines, and with proper 
facilities for marketing the products, these can be 
increased almost indefinitely, 








We have heretofore stated that when spring 
opens, passengers. will reach Lake Superior in 
thirty-six hours from this city. The time will be 
divided as follows; from Chicago to Green Bay 
the first day; Green Bay to Bay du Noquet by 
steamer during the night; and by stage fifty-five 
miles the next day to Marquette. Regular lines 
of steamers will ply daily between Marquette and 
all the ports on Lake Superior. It is scarcely 
necessary to add that this route will at once com- 
mand nearly all the travel anda large share of the 
trade in light goods, between this city and Lake 
Superior. 





Reorganization of the Pittsburgh, Fort 


Wayne and Chicago Railway. 

We have received the statement of the Trustees 
relative to the reorganization of this company, 
accompanied by one of the best maps we have 
seen of a similar character. The line now forms 
a continuity of 467 miles from Pittsburgh to Chi- 
cago, and is now owned by one Company organ- 
ised under several corporate franchises granted by 
the several states, within which portions of the 
work are situate. Prior to the present reorganiza- 
tion it was owned by one company formed in 
August 1856, by the consolidation of three distinct 
lines, owned by three distinct companies, to wit 
the Ohio and Pennsylvania extending from Pitts 
burg to Crestline in Ohio, 188 miles, of. which 47 
are in Pennsylvania and 141 in Ohio; of the Ohio 
and Indiana, from Crestline to Fort Wayne in In- 
diana 131 miles, of which 112 are in Obio, and 19 
in Indiana, and of the Fort Wayne and Chicago, 
extending from Fort Wayne to Chicago, 141 miles, 
of which 126 are in Indianaand 22in Illinois. At 
the time of the consolidation the line was com- 
pleted except the Fort Wayne and Chicago portion 
whicn however had been commenced. But stilla 
large outlay was necessary to finish, equip and 
complete the line, and temporary credits were 
resorted to at a difficult period, and embarrass- 
ments arose of a very formidable character. Vari- 
ous expedients of relief were attempted and failed, 
litigation followed, and finally the road fell into 
the hands of the Courts of Pennsylvania, and the 
Circuit Court of the Northern District of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in Ohio, A 
compromise was then attempted by the union of 
the whole road in the hands of W. B. Ogden Esq., 
of Chicago as Receiver, agreed to by all parties, 
and an order appointing him was made January 17, 
1860. 

It was a Herculean task to adjust and reconcile 
the various and conflicting interests of those con- 
cerned, there were nine kinds of bonds mostly on 
seperate portions of the road,.two kinds of bonds 
on: the real estate of the company, and others 
issued to fund the various classes of coupons. On 
all these except what were called Bridge bonds, 
default in the payment of interest had occurred, 
the principal was coming due, the floating debt 
was nearly two millions, and millions more were 
necessary to complete the line. 

Ont of this chaos however by skilful manage- 
ment, and powerful interest came finally order and 
a satisfactory adjustment, The financial theory of 
the new securities, was the purchase of the pro- 
perty under the existing claims, under due process 
of law, a deferring of the payment of the whole 
principal thus created to a distant period, the 
funding of the interest in arrear as principal, and 
also two. years’ interest coming due, so that the 
entire earnings for that time should be applied to 





a A nl 
improving the road, and that after..that«period, 
the surplus earnings beyond paying interest on 
the 1st and 2d mortgage bonds, should be applied 
to the completion of the road and put it in the 
best condition. To carry out this plan new, sys- 
tematic and uniform legislation from these states, 
was. necessary enabling liens to be given on the 
whole property as an entirety, and also all future 
acquired property, the franchise to be a corpora- 
tion, and available to the purchasers at any sale 
under these liens. 

All this was accomplished, notwithstanding the 
numerous difficulties inthe way, including nego- 
tiations with numefous parties in interest residing 
abroad. The creditors have largely gained by the 
arrangement, and the inferior and eudangered in- 
terests have also been rescned from total extinc- 
tion. Thus, 


1. The bonds are not only secured upon the 
whole line of the road, but, by the farce of 
statutes in all the States, upon future acquired 
property, the equipment and appurtenances—even 
such as are deemed in some of the States to be 
capable of being severed, by execution, from the 
body of the road—and upon materials, supplies, 
and implements, in all the States except Pennsy!- 
vania. 

2. They are likewise secured upon the fran- 
chises to be a corporation now possessed. by the 
company, which are by these statutes declared to 
pass to the purchasers, so as to enable them to 
organize anew, without the necessity of obtaining 
future legislation—often difficult, and sometimes 
practicable only through submission to unjust 
sacrifices, 

8. They secure to their holders the right to 
vote in all meetings of stockholders—the first and 
second mortgage bonds at the rate of one vote for 
every two hundred dollars of their par value, and 
the third, at the rate of one vote for every one 
hundred dollars—a provision which the experience 
of mortgage creditors of many railroads in this 
country, in cases where the stock was of small or 
merely nominal value, has shown to be an invalu- 
able guaranty.

Practical Science. 

[We propose to- publish from time to time such 
notices as the following, for the purpose of keep- 
ing our readers informed of the latest practical 
aud useful disccveries in Science and the Arts.] 


A camp stove has been invented by a mechanic 
of Redruth, which, ‘ by a judicious arrangement 
of the flue, heats, with a single fire, six ovens, a 
boiler for water, two large cooking boilers, and 
four smaller boilers and steamers.’ An inventor 
of Exeter Eng., has invented ‘improved spiral fluted 
nails,’ which are not to cost more than ordinary 
nails, but. are especially useful for strong, heavy 
work ; and as the head is nicked like that: of a 
screw, they can be drawn out at pleasure, after 
having been hammered completely in.--Pipes are 
now made of bitumen and paper, which resist a 
pressare of from 200 to 220 pounds to the square 
inch, It is thought they will supersede ithe, use 
of iron pipes in the mines of Cornwall: their cost 
is not more than one-half that of metal, and they 
do not corrode. Owing to the quantity of acid 
contained in mine-water, the iron pipes are in the 


stance similar to plumbago. If, on further tfial, 
the bitumenised pipes.are found to be) strong 
enough, their introduction into mining operations 
will be a great advantage. A ‘differential pulley- 
block’ is invented : ‘ By. means of which you can 
accomplish what is usually effected with the aid 
of blocks and winch. With a force of one pound, 
you can lift twenty or twenty-two pounds. 

A chemist at Berlin, Mr. Ruschhaupt, has lately 
patented a simple and economical apparatus for 
generating carbonic acid and other kinds of»gas. 
It is a tub or box lined with lead, divided by a 
partition into two unequal spaces, the larger be ing 
the receptacle forthe acid and marble, the smaller, 
which should be partly filled with pure water, 
being the outlet. The whole is made perfectly air- 
tight. Whenever a supply of carbonic acid is 
desired, the lead vessel containing the. marble 
pieces is slid into the hydrochloric acid: a com- 
munication with the adjoining’ partition allows of 
the passage of the generated gas into pipes which 
can be led wherever required for use. Marble 
being a chemical combination of lime with car- 


1| bonic acid, gives off the latter during the opera- 


tion, and the lime forms chloride of limie, which 
may be used for bleaching or other purposes. In 
this way, as is stated, six pounds of marble-dust, 
and seven pounds of hydrochloric acid, will furnish 
about 170 gallons of carbonic’acid gas; and at a’ 
cost of less than a shilling. In a description of 
the method, it is stated that ‘there is no danger of 
explosion, as in the ordinary copper apparatus, 
because the pressure can never rise sufficiently 
high, and the evolution of gas can be stopped. at 
any moment by withdrawing the sliding-rod which 
dips the marble into the acid.’ In Germany, this 
apparatus will, it is anticipated; come largely into 
use for charging beer with carbonic acid gas, and 
in the preparation of mineralised waters, especial- 
ly those in which oxide of iron is held in solution, 
It is well known to curers of meat that the out- 
side of the pieces operated on becomes too salt, 
while the centre is scarcely touched, and that fer- 
mentation in consequence takes place. within, A 
short paper by M. Martin de Lignac has been read 
before the Society d’Encouragement. at Paris, in 
which a new way of preserving meat is described, 
Suppose a ham is to be cured: the inventor intro: 
duces a sound from the knuckle-end between the 
bone and the flesh; this sound is attached to a 
stopcock, which communicates by a tube with a 
cistern containing water, salt, and. various droma- 
tics and condiments. The cistern being placed at 
a height of from twenty-five to thirty-five: feet, 
the liquid begins to flow as soon as the stopcock 
is opened, and by its pressure rapidly fills.all the 
meat. immediately surrounding the bone, penetra- 
ting the fibres by infiltration, and distributing the 
conservative agent to the parts most susceptible 
of fermentation and change. When thus prepared, 
the ham is placed for some days in a bath of 
pickle, which prevents the escape of the infiltrated 
liquid within, while saturating the surface, after 
which it is hung up in a current—of air, ata 
moderate temperature, until it has lost five per 
cent. of its weight. If required, it may then be 
smoked, but this process is not necessary for its 
preservation. 

One of the most remarkable productions of 
Brazil is the Carnanba, a tree which grows wild 
over many thousands of acres. It is about 26 ft, 
high, and not unlike the cocoa nut tree, with very 
little foliage. It seems to supply food, clothing, 
furniture and lodging, and to be one of those 
companions in the wilderness whtch are more pre- 
cious than diamonds. It is only shown in a picture 
at the Exhibition: but most. of its substantial 
productions are scattered round it in infinite vari- 
ety. It gives fruit, nuts. and gum; wax-paste and 
wax-powder; salt to flavor the nuts; potash, 
coffee; and candles; baskets to carry loads in, 
hats to wear, baskets to lie down- upon, brooms to 
dust the mats, fans to cool the loungers, ropes, 
sieves, walking-sticks, whips, and wood : for.orna- 
mental or usefal purposes, Such,a tree as this,

‘Notwitlistanding the apparent obstacles which 
a state of war offers’ to the progress of Railways, 
we perceive that our sister state of Pennsylvania 
keeps on in its great march, of improvement. 
Among its works now being constructed-and soon 
to be completed, are the Philadelphia and° Erie | 
Railroad; Reading and: Columbia, Atlantic and 
Great Western, and-the Erie and-Pittsburg.. The 
Philadelphia and Erie Railroad, when completed, 
will be 289 miles in length. 189 miles have been 
finished, the interval of 100 miles being between 
Tionesta and Decrano, through the counties of 
Cameron, Elk and McKean. The line Will be in 
working order, if no unforeseen accident occurs» 
before July, 1868. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company are already preparing rolling stock, the 
cars being so marked as to be readily distinguish- 
able from-those in use.on theirown Road, 
The completion of the Reading and Columbia 
Railroad will afford a new route between New 
York and Washington. The principal points on the 
route will be Easton, Allentown, Reading, Colum- 
bia, York, Baltimore and Washington, The dis- 
tance will be about 236 miles. The Reading and 
Columbia line will traverse, a rich country, and 
will be supported by local business. 

The Atlantic and Great Western Railroad is in- 
tended, as is well known; to connect, the New 
York and Erie and Ohio and Mississippi Railroats, 
and establish thereby a six foot gauge from St. 
Louis to New York. But the managers have de- 
termined to reach the Cleveland trade; and for 
this purpose, it is said, have leased or purchased 
the Cleveland and Mahoning Railroad. They will 
thus tap the Lake business, as well as that of the 
Far West. i 

The Erie and Pittsburg Railroad is being con- 
structed southward from Girard (near Erie), fol- 
lowing the course of the Beaver river.
